(Glades Schools

Delegation From Pahokee 


May Be Required 


Dealing with matters affecting 
the schools at Pahokee was a 
chief business at the session Tues- 
Way óf the county school board 
|meeting in West Palm Beach. An 
action of a general nature was the 
fixing of September 13 as the date 
of opening of all schools in the 
county next fall. J. B. Cox was re- 
Mppointed as principal of the 
school at Canal Point. 

A delegation from 'Pahokee 
headed by Mayor John A. Dulany 
reported to the county - school 
board that the bullding now 'un- 
der construction for the elemen- 
tary grades would be inadequate 
in size; the new bullding will hav 
eight class-rooms and cafeteria, 
replacing nine classrooms now In 
use in an old frame building, and 
will not reduce teacher-units to 
the point where the schiool'could 
be accredited. , 

He asked that the cafeteria be 
enlarged 32x& feet. This request. 
was granted or condition that the 
extra cost not exceed $445. Addi- 
tion of class rooms wai sald to be 
impossible at this time. Chairman 
Widell told the delegation that 
originally & 10-room frame build- 
ing had been planned, but this 
was changed to an S-room fire- 
proof bullding. Two portable 
building$ will also be avallable 
next fall, and the chairman cited 
figures to show that Pahokee stu- 
dents will then be better accom- 
modated than those in many 
schools along the coast, includíng:
